This it Fire Prevention Week, 
and Fire Chief Jack Johnson, to­ 
day, takes up the subject of how 
to get out of the house in c a s e 
fire strikes. 
"Most lives l o s t in fire* at 
homes,” said the chief, "are lost 
because the victims became con­ 
fused and panicky The smoke and 
flames coupled w-ith fear often so 
confuse people, especially elderly 
ones, that they cannot think quick­ 
ly Hid accurately. 
"Pre-planning for fire em ergen­ 
cies would save 85 percent of the 
lives lost annually in home fires 
and this type of fire.” said Chief 
Johnson, "takes some 8.000 lives 
annually according to statistics of 
the National Fire Protection As­ 
sociation." 
He recommended that all fami­ 
lies follow these few simple rules 
to avoid being trapped la t h e i r 
homes by fire: 
1. Plan at least two ways to get 
out of every room in the house. 
2. Make exit plans for every 
m em ber of the family, day a n d 
night, and rehearse them regular­ 
ly until everyone—even the young­ 
est children—understands clearly 
and can move through the p l a n 
swiftly and smoothly. 
3 Keep exit routes clear Avoid 
placing atoves, apace beaters, and 
furnaces near doors Fire c o u l d 
start in one of these and block all 
escape 
Make sure bedroom win­ 
dows are large enough and I o w 
enough to serve as emergency ex­ 
its. 
4, Be sure you know how to no­ 
tify your fire departm ent quickly 
and correctly.

which are, or have been, supported by full-scale Advertising 
Council campaigns.
